Q: How did you get into hunting? 

A: | started watching Lord of the Rings when | was young 
and that's what got me into bow hunting. It just seemed 
like something | wanted to do because | went hunting 

with some people in Bend and | thought it was really fun. | 
started doing a lot more hunting after that 

Q: Do you just hunt ducks or other animals too? 

A: Duck hunting’s my main thing. | do hunt elk and deer with 
a bow because it's really fun and a challenge, but | mostly 
duck hunt because it’s a longer season 

Q: What do you most enjoy about hunting? 

A: | feel really accomplished because | wake up early in the 
morning and go before sunrise. | get out there in the forest 
or on the river and get to watch the sun rise. That's really 
pretty and | do enjoy the sport. It's a rush and you just get 
better and better at it. It's a challenge because you have to 
get better at duck calling to get them to come. It's just nice 
to be out in nature away from all the hustle and bustle of 
school. It's like a stress reliever, when I’m out there | don't 
think about anything but what I'm doing 

Q: What do you do with the animals when you shoot them? 
A; | just gut them right away and then take them home 
Ducks are usually eaten that night but deer and elk have to 
be butchered and put in the freezer. We eat a lot, and we 
also turn it into jerky and such 

Q: What's the biggest accomplishment you've had? 

A: I'm going to have to say my first deer when | was twelve 
because it was my first hunting trip. There were about 
seven guys in my group that have been hunting for a long 
time and | actually shot the biggest deer out of all of us, so | 
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was proud about that 

Q: What's your first memory of hunting? 

A: | would go out with my dad bow hunting behind our 
house and | wasn’t old enough to hunt then. | just remember 
going out in the forest behind my house and my dad walking 
around trying to find elk. He'd bugle them in and that was 
fun 

Q: Did anyone inspire you? 

A: Actually, not really. My dad had hunted before, back 
when he was in college, and then he stopped. Then | mostly 
got him into hunting because | really wanted to do it. | 
couldn't go if he didn’t go, so he started going a lot more 
and now he's gotten hooked on it 

QO: How often do you go? 

A: During duck season | hunt at least one of the days every 
weekend. During elk season, this year | just went for a 
straight week and a half in Eastern Oregon. The season was 
around a month long 

Q: Do you know how many ducks you've shot total? 

A: Between ducks and geese, I've probably killed around 
400 over the last five years 

Q: What's the biggest animal you've shot? 

A: The deer, probably about 200 pounds and that was with 
a gun, but | haven't gotten an elk yet with a bow so I'm 
hoping to get one pretty soon 

Q: How would your life be different without hunting? 

A: It would be much different. That's my biggest past time 
and that'shalf the year. I'm just dedicated to that on the 
weekends, | go to bed early on Friday nights even when my 
friends are out hanging out. I'm like “nope, | gotta get up 
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at 5 o'clock tomorrow morning so I'm going to go to bed 
early.” 

0: How would you respond to someone who disagrees with 
hunting? 

A: | would understand it but hunting can be a really good 
form of conservation. There's been times when people 
weren't allowed to hunt certain animals. For example, 

in Yellowstone National Park they couldn't hunt elk and 
then there were way too many elk that were destroying 
the streams, killing fish and everything. When we were in 
Eastern Oregon | saw a bear from 20 yards away. When 
you're out there in a spot where you can shoot them, they 
know it and they just take off as soon as they see you. Ina 
campground though, you must have your food all packed up, 
otherwise bears might come and get it. We'll leave our food 
out and bears do not come close because they know we're 
going to shoot them if they come anywhere near us. | feel 
like people would definitely get attacked less if you could 
shoot them anywhere, so they're scared of you, and they 
know you can hunt them 

Q: What do you find most rewarding? 

A: It's really rewarding when you put in a lot of work and go 
the extra mile (sometimes literally), and you get an animal. 
The first time you sit down and eat something you shot is 
really rewarding, too. 

Q: What advice would you give to someone if they wanted 
to start hunting? 

A: I'd tell them to go out hunting with someone that knows 
what they're doing and learn the whole process of tracking, 
finding, shooting, gutting, and hauling out an animal

At the beginning of the school year, several students 
were spotted wearing colanders, or pasta strainers, on 
their heads. The headwear brought stares and questions 
from many students. Freshman Erik Simmons decided to

At my very first 
game, | thought, ‘Oh my gosh, I'm in a real game, this is not 
practice, this is the real deal, and if lose, | am a failure!” 

Although she laughs about that dramatic attitude now, at 
the time she was serious. Luckily, the following games were 
much easier and more fun 

Many things about field hockey were challenging for 
Curcin, even after subtracting the obvious physical toll from 
the equation 

“Being on a team is something | had to get used to 
Luckily, all the girls on the team wanted the same thing as | 
did, so it was a smooth transition into the pack. | really liked 
how welcoming my team mates were. And after a few short 
weeks of practicing together we were like one big family 
working together and celebrating together.”

Many of Curcin’s 
teammates thought it should not have counted 

“Everybody on my team looks back at that game and 
thinks ‘wow, just wow.” 

After so many memories playing field hockey, it's no 
wonder Curcin felt emotional as she relived her moments as 
a warrior.

“Lwas able to feel like | was actually making a difference in someone else's life.” 

When asked what she would have done differently, Marston said she would have 
done nothing different. It was such a great journey for her that she couldn't think of 
changing one bit of it. She mentioned that she gained new skills such as cutting wood 
and using tools proficiently. 

Marston's generosity does not end with this trip. She will attend the John Day 
mission trip this spring break and wishes to attend a college that specializes in 
community outreach and mission trips. 

Marston's advice for people who wish to attend a mission trips is to enjoy 
themselves. 

“Itis a lot of fun and you will gain many new memories and build compassion for 
others. | really believe that if you have an opportunity to go on a.missions trip, you 
should really try it out.” 


Madison Dierickx, Mackenzie Skyles, and Astoria High 
School student Nallely Velazques traveled to Africa with 
one goal in mind: Help make things better. The girls reached 


their goal but they underwent their own personal transfor- 


mation in the process. 

Dierickx had dreamed of going to Africa and helping out 
since she was ten years old. She did not realize at the time 
that it would cost so much money to go the distance. The 
funds to make her dream happen did not simply show up at 
Dierickx’s front door. She had to work to raise the money 

“| used my own money and even hosted a car wash with 
my friends Kenzie Skyles and Kaitlyn Cook to raise funds. A 
lot of the money for the trip came from my family, friends, 
and especially my parents.” 

The plane tickets alone cost thousands of dollars, but in 
early January Dierickx's hard work paid off. 

When the small dedicated team arrived in Tanzania, 
they decided that they would focus all of their energy on 
the community of Mango. They figured that improving the 
Mango's only grade school would make the greatest impact 
on the community 

Dierickx realized how valueable the school was 
when she noticed how enthusiastic the students were. 

“The grade school had a total of eight small classrooms 


that had to accommodate four hundred students, kindergar- 
ten through fifth grade.” 

Regardless of overcrowding, no child ever complained 
but instead smiled when they saw the faces of the three 
girls 

The first step to their master restoration plan was to 
remove all of the shards of glass that should never be pres- 
ent in a grade school. Then they vigorously cleaned until the 
walls and floors shined, which was not a one day process 

“The first things we donated to the school were brooms.” 

From day one the brooms were put to use 

“A broom may not sound like much, but before we 
donated the brooms the school used leaves to sweep the 
classrooms.” 

After that the painting began 

When Dierickx was not working on the school she was 
interacting with the children of Mango. She played soccer 
and also managed to teach many curious children conversa- 
tional English. One specific girl, Lucy, stole Dierickx’s heart. 

“| met Lucy and immediately fell in love with her. | knew | 
could not let her down. Right then, the only thing that 
mattered to me was Lucy's happiness.” 

All of the girls made it their personal objective to make as 
many children smile as possible, and according to Dierickx 


that was piece of cake 

“A simple hello would light up a child's face. Every mo- 
ment was meaningful,” she explained 

When the two week adventure was nearing its end, the 
team was ready to fly home and hug their families. Before 
they left they decided to donate the remaining cash they 
had saved to Able and Disabled, a school nearby that taught 
without discriminating against children with disabilities. The 
entire team admired how every child was treated equally 
there 

Now that Dierickx is back in Seaside she sees life a 
little differently. Dierickx appreciates all the advantages 
Seaside has to offer, and tries not to worry about the one 
big concern around here: safety. She says that if the fear of 
earthquakes and tsunamis were not a factor Seaside would 
be golden. 

“The ocean is both a beautiful blessing, that we often 
take for granted, and a curse. And even though the bond for 
the new school did not pass, we will survive.” 

Dierickx’s plan for the near future is go to a four-year 
University in Seattle. She also really loves the idea of joining 
the Peace Corps after she graduates. 

For Dierickx the question is not ‘if’ she will be traveling to 
Africa again, but ‘when’ will she be going back.

Giselle Pincetich’s car is easy to spot in the Seaside High School parking 
lot. It's a radiant ‘64 Dodge Polara. She bought her car last year for a great 
price and in an acceptable condition. Her car's condition changed when she 
crashed it into a pole soon after she bought it, making a noticeable dent on the 
side 

She knew she had to repair the dent she made on her car. She was deter- 
mined to repair it herself, rather than taking it to get it fixed. So, along with 
some guidance from her dad, she sanded the dent again and again until it was 
almost completely gone 

Since then, Pincetich spends a couple of hours a week improving her car 
She only does so if she has the proper resources for the task. However, it 
seems to be a never-ending job 

“Every other week something goes wrong. Either the car dies, or the door 
won't open." 

Therefore it's back to adjusting and fixing the car. When something goes 
wrong she knows what to do now and doesn’t need much help from her dad 
Her grasp on how cars perform and how to adjust them has notably expanded 
If someone were to open the hood of a car and ask her how everything func- 
tions she would now comprehend how everything works, and where things 
are 

She not only knows how everything operates, but she can also distinguish 
the proper tools to use for when it comes to adjusting something 

‘| can give people advice now on their cars.” 

You could say that Pincetich’s Dodge has educated her on how cars oper- 
ate, so now she can analyze and repair anything that might fail. Even though 
Pincetich is entertained by working on her car she has the intention to sell 
it for a smaller car that can conveniently be driven around, but for now she 
embraces the adventures her car brings to her life 

In addition to working on her Dodge, Pincetich is a wrestler for the SHS 
team. Wrestling is not something every girl is into or willing to try, but Pince- 
tich has always had the curiosity to try wrestling 

She was drawn into this sport, by watching her brother wrestle and ever 
since then she has wanted to try it herself. However when she told her parents 
she wanted to join the wrestling team, they thought she was absolutely crazy

“lam my own motivation,” Pincetich says when it comes to reaching her 
goals. “| don't have time for anything... all | want to do is wrestle.” 

Pincetich takes this sport very seriously, therefore all her attention is 
focused on wrestling when it starts 

There is one pet peeve Pincetich has about wrestling though, and that’s 
when people don’t wear deodorant during practice, making the environment 
unpleasant. This pet peeve doesn't spoil her devotion for wrestling, she still 
enjoys it 
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Whether it’s a fair, parade, or a rally, lan Thompson has been there. Starting eight years ago 
Thompson has been training dogs in showmanship, agility, and obedience. He first chose this as his 
project in 4H. He says that his favorite part is getting to know each animal while working with them 
Though he has only worked with three dogs, he enjoys learning about what they can do and how he 
can further their abilities. His favorite dog to work with is a purebred English Labrador Retriever named 
Kazoo 

There is not another dog, that | know of, that | would rather be working with than Kazoo 

Kazoo does not belong to Thompson but he says that he has grown very attached to her. He believes 
that he helped her come out of her shell and further her knowledge and abilities. Kazoo's favorite 
exercise is the “recall”, also known as having your dog come to you when called, which Thompson 
originally dreaded teaching her 

Thompson showed at the Clatsop County fair for showmanship, agility, and obedience From there, 
he showed at the State Fair and won first in his class. He received a callback for obedience and was 
placed in the Top 12, which is a pretty high honor. Thompson has also competed in shows for the 
American Kennel Club (AKC) 

Thompson says that he doesn’t compete to show off what his dog can do. Rather, he does it to show 
himself what his dog can do. Working towards a “team” record is the ultimate goal 

Once at a show, Thompson was competing with his dog in an event that he did not practice for. He 
was doing a “heel off lead,” which is when the dog follows the trainer through a course while a leash is 
not used to guide the dog. The event started and Thompson began to follow the director At first, he took 
the event very seriously and began to panic when the dog did not respond to his lead. His dog sat at the 
beginning of the course looking very confused. Thompson continued to walk around and then asked the 
judge if he could call his dog. She said it was fine to do and the dog came to him From then on, he was 
able to relax. His dog followed by his side for the rest of the time and the course went smoothly 

Thompson has applied for the Personal Development, Lamp of Knowledge, and the Senior Dog 4H 
Awards. He applied for the Personal Development Award because when he was a junior he had lung 
problems, which really changed his perspective. The Lamp of Knowledge Award is for being able to 
answer stranger's questions about their dogs. He says that it astounds him how fast he can answer their 
questions. He has won many awards with Kazoo: a championship ribbon in obedience, the top senior 
obedience team trophy, a blue ribbon in rally, a blue ribbon in agility, and a grand champion ribbon in 
showmanship, and a grand champion dog showman trophy 

The thing Thompson is most interested in is learning how much he has taught Kazoo 

‘This class has a weird place in my heart. When | first joined 4H, the class | dreaded more than 
anything was showmanship.” 

Showmanship is similar to what might be observed on a televised dog show without a breed 
preference. The judges look to see whether the handler and dog appear to be part of a team. They should 
work well together, move fluidly, and give an overall picture of being one unit The handler must also be 
able to share information about the breed. He originally started with obedience but has grown to love 
showmanship more 

His 4H leader, Lorna Brandt, said, “| was extremely proud of lan for his perseverance and his 
willingness to help others. lan has become a man, taking on responsibilities, and accomplishing set 
goals. His work in the dog project is something he should be proud of. His growth as an individual has 
been a pleasure to observe.” 

Though this is Thompson's last year in 4H, the knowledge that he has obtained will stick with him 
throughout his life

Moving to Seaside, Oregon was definitely a random 
decision.

Most people think of stereotypes when sophomore 
Hayliehe Bell says that she is Greek Orthodox.

Liturgy,” which is usually sung by nuns on Mt. Athos 

Bell is very thankful for her religion 

“It helps me connect with a lot of people, 


especially when we can talk about God together 

Her Godmother and Godsister both live in Portland 
and she visits them every weekend while going to 
church there.

Her fingers shifted through her mother’s dresser 
drawer and bumped into a smooth box that would 
change her life. Her mother told her that they were 
tarot (tear-o) cards and were used to tell the future 
She was instantly intrigued as images of gypsies in 
huge hoop earrings and long flowing skirts flooded 
her mind 

Senior Jordan “Jojo” Miller was not born into 
her religion, she discovered it. Wicca isn’t written 
on paper with ink, instead the soil is their paper and 
the water is their ink. It is left to the individual to 
decipher what it means; it’s personal 

“When people think of witches they imagine 
satanists who kill bunnies, but this is far from the 
truth,” Miller said 

Propaganda and common misconception have 
painted an unflattering image of the Wiccan belief 
system. Ever since Miller publicly announced her 
religion she has had to face discrimination 

“It was strange realizing that I'm a minority. Just 
recently, | was afraid to put Wicca as my religion on 
college applications fearing that | would be discrimi- 
nated against 

This fear is the side effect of nationwide ignorance 
that Miller never had to deal with before. She's 
received mixed opinions from her peers. Some shared 
her interest in Wicca, others merely say it’s weird 

I'm just glad | haven't found someone who 
refuses to listen to me. Whenever my religion comes 
up everyone | talk to is open to what | have to say 


But I'm preparing myself because | know someone 
will refuse eventually 

Miller believes that everything has a spirit and 
that these spirits are connected. This ideal is also 
prevalent in her religious symbol, the pentagram 

When you look at a pentagram you see five 
points. They are far apart, and as points they have 
nothing to hold them together. But when you add the 
lines you can see they're all connected 

This religious symbol is very important to her and 
she often wears it around her neck. The pentagram 
has many meanings but the most common belief is 
that each point represents an element. The lower 
points represent physical things that make up our 
environment, such as earth, water, air, and fire. The 
top point represents the soul 

Her religion has affected the way she treats 
people as Miller believes strongly in Karma 

| believe there is a reason for everything a person 
does whether it be good or bad. No one is born with 
the desire to do evil. If you wish pain or suffering 
upon someone it will reflect back upon yourself 

When asked how she practices her religion, she 
provided a list of the different rituals she takes part 
in. All the way from a quiet evening spent gazing into 
her crystal ball to teaching others about tarot cards 

The best part about Tarot cards is that you don't 
have to be Wiccan to use them. If you believe that 
there is more than just reality, that there is a spiritual 
side of life, Tarot cards are a way of communicating 


to the beyond. Indifferent of what your religion is 

Tarot cards are used to answer questions. The 
person who the reading is for thinks of a question 
and hold the cards, pouring their thought and feelings 
into them. They can be shuffled any way the reader 
wants, then set out three. There are many different 
ways to read the cards, but according to Miller, this 
is the easiest and most common 

The card to the left represents the reader's past 
the middle card is the present, and the right card is 
the future. Once the three cards are dealt, it is time to 
look up their meanings 

Usually a Tarot deck includes a booklet with the 
definitions of all the cards, but every deck creator 
might have a different interpretation of what a card 
means.
